Death of Hon. James Barbour at 
atfton Spring; «. Jtt 



ever gave his time and talents for tbe 
guod of the community in which he made 
s home 

He was born in Danville December 20th, 
20. and in 1B50-51 be served as Auditor 
of the State of Kentucky by appointment 
of Governor Helm. 
During his official term his superior 
tancial abilities attracted attention of 
the officers of tbe Bank of Kentucky, and 
they voluntarily promised him tbe first 
vacant Cashiership that occurred in their 
cb«in of Branch Banks. 

The first vacancy was in this city, and 
In August 1852 he came here and as- 
sumed his duties as Cashier ef the Branch 
Bank of Kentucky, remaining in 
position until the Branch was withdrawn 
in 1871. ^ 

He then organized the Bank of Mays 
ville. with tbe late A. M. January Presi 
dent, and on the death of Mr. January 
he became the head of that institution. 
In all, he had been for nearly 45 years 
igaged In banking in this 'city, and'he 
was probably the oldest banker in the 
ate. 

Brief and imperfect as this sketch must 
necessarily be. it would be inexcusab 
omit mention of two great enterprises, 
the success of which is almost wholly due 
to his efforts— the Maysville and Lexlng 
Railroad and the Maysville Water 
Works. ^ 

He was the chief instrument in reviving 
the former enterprise and prosecuting it 
completion; and had his advice been 
followed the people of our city and county 
would today have owned and controlled 
the road. 

Surviving him are two sons— Mr. J. 
Foster Barbour, Cashier of the Bank of 
Maysville. and the Rev. John Barbour of 



Mr. Barbour had been a life long and 
jalous member of the Presbyte 
Church, and had been an Oddfellow for 
more than half a century, and the funeral 
will take place under the auspices of that 
Order at the First Presbyterian Church 
4 o'clock Sunday afternoon, with ser- 
vices by the Rsv.

Since SiluerWas "Struck 
Down" in 1873- 

The United States has coined 
433,000,000 full legal tender 
silver dollars — or fifty-three 
times as many silver dollars in 
twenty-three years as had 
been coined before in eighty 
years. 

The United States has coined 
$85,894,779.40 in subsidiary 
silver, besides $35,965,924 in 
trade dollars. 

The annual, silver product of 
the United States has increased 
to 56,000,000 ounces in 1895. 

The annual silver product of 
the world has increased to 
174,796,875 ounces in 1895. 



During 1896, up to September 1st, the Govern- 
ment of the United States has coined 11,212,412 
full legal tender silver dollars. 

It has in the past eight months coined $3,181,- 
174 more silver than was coined from the founda- 
tion of the Government down to 1873, and is even 
now coining silver at the rate of $2,700,000 per 
month. 

And yet people are asked to believe that there 
is a conspiracy to strike down silver, and that hard 
times have come because the Government has re- 
fused since 1873 %p give the country enough of the 
white metal.

Subsequently the 
wardens and several of the guards be- 
came drunk and held a kangaroo cour' 
and sentenced the same Negroes to b« 
whipped again, the sentence being car 
ried out with cruel severity.

The Troops on Guard Reported 
to Have 



K Fight of Half an Hour In Which 
Over 200 Are Killed. 



The Saltan's Brothers I'Uotd Under Ar- 
re*t— The Foreign Residents Are Dally 
Eipectlng the Blow to rall-Tae 
Oovernor of Constantinople. 

London, Sept 18.— The Telegraph 
Friday published a dispatch from Paris 
saying that a telegram received in that 
city from Constantinople stated that 
the troops on duty at the Ylldls Kiosk, 
tbe residence of the sultan, 
mutinied on Thursday. The minister 
of war was summoned to restore dis- 
cipline. He took with him tbe military 
cadets and two detachments of trusty 
soldiers. When the minister arrived 
at tbe scene he ordered the mutineers 
to lay down their arms. This they re- 
fused to do and a fight resulted 
when the minister attempted to en- 
force his orders. The fighting lasted 
for half sn hour, at the end of which 
time the minister forced his way into 
the palace. According to the dispatch 
over 200 of the combatants were killed.

Haokksiown, M<L, Sept. 18.— The 
monument erected by the Philadel- 
phia Brigade association to the taem- 
ory of the 54i men of the old Philadel- 
phia brigade who fell at Antictam, was 
unveiled and dedicated Thursday aft-/ 
ernoon. The exercises were partici- 
pated in by the governors of Pennsyl- 
vania and Maryland, a brilliant escort 
from Philadelphia and Baltimore and 
by other hundreds, many veterans 
coming from a distance.
